Planning Board approves requests 
for signs, sites 


sex abuse charges

WILMINGTON — On 
Thursday, Dec. 1, 2022, for- 
mer Wilmington elemen- 
tary school teacher Daniel 
Hakim, 37, of North Ando- 
ver, was charged with five 
new counts of sexual ab- 
use after two more minors 
came forward with accu- 
sations of abuse. 

Hakim already faced 32 
counts of aggravated inde- 
cent assault and battery 
on a child under 14 follow- 
ing an arrest earlier this 
year in June. 

After last Thursdays in- 
dictment by an Essex 
County Grand Jury of the 
five new charges of sexual 
abuse, Hakim now faces a 
total of 37 counts of aggra- 


vated indecent assault and 
battery on a child and two 
counts of rape of a child. 
The total number of alleg- 
ed victims is 12, all be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 8 
years old. 

The alleged incidents 
took place while Hakim 
was employed at the Sal- 
tonstall Elementary School 
in Salem, where he was a 
physical education teach- 
er from 2015 to 2018. 

Prior to working for the 
Salem Public School sys- 
tem, Hakim was employed 
at the Brooks School in 
Andover and The Shaw- 
sheen Elementary School 
in Wilmington.

of the site. 

A resident spoke up to 
suggest adding trees 
along the Waltham Street 
line, which the Planning 
Board and the represen- 
tative agreed would be 
difficult. 

Four projects that 
night requested to be 
continued until the Jan. 
3 meeting and their ac- 
tion deadlines extended 
to Jan. 31: Eagleview 
Drive off Marion Street, 
208 Main St., 40-50 Ford- 
ham Road, 326 Ballard- 
vale St., and Cross 
Street. 

The board approved 
two requests for site 
plan review waivers: one 
for 200 Research Drive, 
and one for 101 Main St. 
For Research Drive, a 
representative for the 


applicant detailed that 
they met the zoning re- 
quirements for open 
space, and the site plan 
review process would 
cause a long delay. At 
101 Main St., Director of 
Planning and Conser- 
vation Valerie Gingrich 
explained that the appli- 
cant completed the work 
before being informed 
that he should’ve sought 
a building permit. He en- 
closed some of the back 
of the building. 

They then moved into 
the discussion regarding 
99 Fordham Road’s par- 
king relief special per- 
mit. The applicants men- 
-tioned that the con- 
struction was almost 
complete for their 246- 
parking spot facility, 
except that the town’s

ty on either the possibility 
to get a waiver or on how 
to proceed with changes 
for a few of the comments 
from Town Engineer Paul 
Alunni.

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Legislative victory to help increase 
seats for technical education 


A little-noticed provision 
in the state’s new Econom- 
ic Development Law may 
help some regional voca- 
tional-technical high 
schools in Massachusetts 
address their long wait- 
lists. The provision was 
supported by the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Vo- 
cational Administrators 
(MAVA), a statewide pro- 
fessional association that 
advocates for high-quality 
vocational-technical and 
agricultural education, in 
Massachusetts. 

On Nov. 10, 2022, Gover- 
nor Charlie Baker signed 
the provision into law as 
part of Chapter 268 of the 
Acts of 2022, An Act Re- 
lating to Economic Growth 
and Relief for The Com- 
monwealth. Among other 
things, the $3.76 billion 
spending package includ- 
ed funding for a host of 
economic development ini- 
tiatives across Massachu- 
setts. 

Also included in the mas- 
sive bill was language pro- 
posed by MAVA and the 
Alliance for Vocational 
Technical Education 
(AVTE) to expand the 
authority of regional 
school committees, in- 
cluding regional vocation- 
al-technical school com- 
mittees, to enter into long- 
term leases for education- 
al purposes. 

The new law allows such 
leases for up to 25 years. 
The old law limited such 
leases to five years. The 
long-term leasing provi-

sion, which amends Sec- 
tion 16 of Chapter 71 of the 
Massachusetts General 
Laws, can be found in Sec- 
tion 109 of Chapter 268:

The change is designed 
to allow regional schools 
located near vacant com- 
mercial or industrial real 
estate to enter into a long- 
term lease for space and 
use it to create more seats 
for students seeking a 
vocational-technical edu- 
cation.

We hope 
this provision will change 
that and provide a new 
tool to help open up more 
seats for students seeking 
vocational-technical edu- 


cation.” ;

white Christmas? 


Odds aren’t great:

s the De- 
cember tem- 
peratures 
drop and we 
prepare for 
the long winter ahead, our 
attention turns to the wea- 
ther forecast for the men- 
tion of that dreaded four- 
letter word, SNOW! 

Despite the complaints 
of snow and the hassels 
that come with an accu- 
mulating snow storm, 
there are those of us that 
are anticipating, dare I 
say, looking forward to the 
first December snowfall. 

Perhaps it is the over- 
influence of Irving Ber- 
lin’s iconic song “White 
Christmas” that has brain- 
washed us into thinking 
the holidays are not com- 
plete without a blanket of 
fresh snow. Or it may be 
that New Englanders have 
come to expect a white 
Christmas due to our cold 
climate. 

Hither school of thought 
definitely fuels the fire of 
this love/hate relationship 
many seem to have with 
the idea of having snow 
for Christmas. 

Looking back on my 
childhood, I remember 
there was always a good 
December snow just in 
time for the holidays. 

As an adult, it seems 
there has been a lack of 
December snow, but per- 
haps my snow amount 
memory was jaded by the 
overwhelming excitement 
of Christmas time as a 
child. 

There is only one way to 


be sure of the authenticity 
of my childhood white 
Christmas memories, and 
that was to check weather 
records of that era. 

According to the Na- 
tional Weather Service, 
the 1960’s and 1970’s (am I 
aging myself?) were the 
snowiest decades nation- 
wide since 1900. However, 
the Boston area’s snowi- 
est decade was the 2010’s. 

This information, of 
course, destroyed my theo- 
ry that there was signifi- 
cantly more snow during 
my childhood years than 
in recent years, but my re- 
search was unable to pin- 
point the snow amounts 
leading up to the holiday 
season. 

All of this snow-history 
information still leaves us 
with the inevitable ques- 
tion: what are our chan- 
ces for a white Christmas 
for 2022? 

Again, relying on re- 
cords that have been kept 
by the National Weather 
Service since the late 
1800’s, Boston averages a 
steady 20 percent chance 
of a white Christmas. That 
breaks down to about one 
out of every five Christ- 
mas Days would be con- 
sidered having a white 
Christmas. 

Now, there is some de- 
bate on what entails a 
white Christmas. Many 
believe a true white 
Christmas means snowfall 
begins on Christmas eve 
or Christmas morning 
and lasts throughout the 
day. 

But the National Wea- 
ther Service defines it as 
having one or more inch- 


es of snow on the ground 
on Christmas morning, 
regardless of whether it 
fell on Christmas eve or 
two weeks prior to Christ- 
mas. : 

Of course snowfall var- 
ies from year to year, but 
on average the Boston 
area receives nine inches 
of December snow. 

On paper, with an aver- 
age snowfall of nine inch- 
es, it looks as though the 
Boston area should have 
a greater percentage of 
white Christmas days 
than 20 percent. Keep in 
mind this average is for 
the entire month, which 
accounts for the snowfall 
amounts after the 25th of 
December, and also for 
years that have erratic 
temperature changes, just 
like this year. 

With temperatures con- 
stantly fluctuating, an 
early December snowfall 
could easily melt before 
Christmas with just one 
or two 50 degree days. 

For those who simply 
can not handle the thought 
of a “green” Christmas, 
you need nof travel out: of. 
the New England area to 
beat the odds of having a 
white Christmas. 

It is not a coincidence 
that Vermont is the setting 
for the holiday Christmas 
classic movie titled “White 
Christmas”. 

Montpelier, Vermont has 
the greatest statistical 


‘chance in the U.S. (81 per- 


cent to be exact) of hav- 
ing snow on the ground on 
Dec. 25. 

The question at hand of 
“Will Boston have a white 
Christmas in 2022?” still 
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& For many New Englanders, there is nothing quite like a white Christmas, but 
statistically speaking, there is only about a 20 percent chance of having a white 


Christmas in the Boston area. 


remains 
swered. 
Since no local forecaster 
would ever make such a 
prediction so early in the 
month of December, we 
must turn to the tried and 
true source of weather 
forecasting, The Farmer’s 
Almanac. . 
According to predictions 
in this year’s Farmer’s 
Almanac, central and 
southern New England are 
predicted to have a 50/50 
chance of Christmas snow, 
with Boston’s odds at a 
slightly lower percentage

white Christmas. 

The good news for white 
Christmas lovers is The 
Almanac also predicts 
periodic shots of cold tem- 
peratures in the weeks 
leading up to Christmas, 
with a greater than nor- 
mal chance of multiple 
days of snow flurries.

The other good news for 
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the December snow hope- 
fuls is that if it doesn’t 
happen this year, there is 
always a chance for next 
year. 

If you truly can not im- 
agine a Christmas Day 
without snow, artificial 
snow machines are avail- 
able to rent online at a 
cost of approximately $250 
to $4,000 per “snow event,” 
depending upon the size of 
the area you wish to cover 
in snow. 

At those prices, you may 
just want to keep your white 
Christmas in your dreams. 
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A better board may 
eclipse the butter board

As families and friends 
gather ‘in person once 
again, the chance to share 
food presents new options 
for flavor and experimen- 
tation. 

Charcuterie boards have 
been all the rage for a few 
years now, where clusters 
of salty or savory snacks 
adorn a large wooden cut- 
ting board or tray, perfect 
for grazing. And while 
charcuterie, defined as a 
shop selling meats, has 
exploded to mean any col- 
lection of delectable items 
served on a board, there is 
a new viral trend that is 
taking this appetizer plat- 
ter to a new level. 

Enter the butter board. 
Credited to author Josh 
McFadden from his 2017 
cookbook, "Six Seasons: A 
New Way with Vegetab- 
les," co-authored with Mar- 
tha Holmberg, the notion 
was re-introduced on In- 
stagram, the social media 
platform, in September by 
recipe developer Justine 
Doiron. 
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In the video, Doiron 
smears softened butter 
onto a wooden board, 
sprinkles it with flaky sea 
salt, and layers several 
toppings including sliced 
shallot, coriander honey, 
herbs, and edible flowers 
on the frosted board. 
Served with warm, crusty 
bread, the board is intend- 
ed for sharing, as guests 
would plow their torn 
bread chunks into the 
shmear and experience all 
the flavors melded togeth- 
er. Perhaps a spoon or 
spreading knife might be 
more appealing and pre- 
vent double dipping? 

The video went viral, and 
the trend was launched. 
Versions of the board have 
emerged with multiple fla- 
vored butters on one tast- 
ing board, mascarpone 
cheese with fig jam, toast- 
ed pecans, and dried 
fruits, and cream cheese 
boards layered with ca- 
pers, smoked salmon, and 
red onion served with ba- 
gel chips. 

And while these boards 
for entertaining are visu- 
ally impressive and full of 
flavorful ingredients, an- 


other idea for a sharing 
board caught our atten- 
tion; the “better” board. 
Taking a riff off the butter 
board, the better board 
seeks to create a healthy 
alternative by swapping in 
hummus as its foundation. 
Using the chickpea spread 
for the base helps reduce 
the artery-clogging com- 


ponents of the butter with- | 


out compromising the pre- 
sentation or intent. 


Try layering a smoky | 


hummus with roasted hon- 
eynut squash cubes, sau- 
teed balsamic shallots, 
spring peas, chopped dried 
apricots and microgreens. 


This combination, intro- | 


duced by Jane Esselstyn 
on her YouTube channel 
as a plant-based alterna- 
tive, takes the board from 
an appetizer to almost a 
meal. 

While the butter board 
may not eclipse the raging 
popularity and extreme 
flexibility of the charcu- 
terie board, consider giv- 
ing some version of this 
appetizer a try at your next 
holiday, friend, or family 
gathering.

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Woburn City Councilors search for 
elusive double-pole compromise

For those more intimately familiar with the byzantine 
bureaucracy involved with getting utility companies to re- 
move the eyesores, it’s a crusade that just can’t be won. 

But in Woburn, a new generation of eager city councilors, 
baffled as to how it can be so difficult to get dilapidated util- 
ity poles taken down, is ready to tackle the thorny problem 
of double poles more than a decade after the board’s eldest 
members largely failed in a near identical effort. 

Specifically, after the City Council battled with Verizon 
representatives over the summer in regards to the removal 
of a:double-pole on Warren Street in the community’s South 
End, new Ward 6 Councilor Lou DiMambro emerged with a 
proposal to hold a summit with a number of utility and 
telecommunications companies to work out a commonsense 
solution to the problem. 

Per his suggestion, council members, along with 
Woburn’s DPW director and other key City Hall managers, 
are to gather together in the near future to address the 
decades old problem of “double poles, triple poles, dangling 
parts of poles and wires, and movement and replacement

something distinct 
from many recent big- 
screen treatments of slav- 
ery and also more shallow.

It's an action 
thriller. 

Fuqua, a maker of mus- 
cular genre movies, has 
crafted something with less 


in common than an acutely | 


piercing drama like "12 
Years a Slave," and instead 
made a film more akin to a 
gritty, survival actioner — a 
chase movie that takes its 
potency less from psycho- 
logical realism than a brutal 
B-movie construction. Im- 
mersed in the desperate but 
cunning escape of Peter 
(Smith), "Emancipation" is 
a straightforward parable of 
Black resistance and spiri- 
tual perseverance.

of poles in a timely manner.” 

Usually the result of emergency repairs that occur after 
a car accident or adverse weather event, the typical dou- 
ble-pole setup consists of a seriously damaged utility pole 
being propped up by a second free-standing pole. There are 
also other circumstances where double pole arrangements 
are created in order to quickly route electricity connections 
or fiber optic cables for Internet and cable television serv- 
ices to new developments. 

Considering the structures an eyesore, Woburn officials 
for close to two decades now have tried to coax utility and 
telecommunications companies into removing all such dam- 
aged infrastructure. 

.DiMambro, along with Ward 7 Councilor Charles Viola, 
is just about to wrap up his rookie year on the City Council. 
The North Woburn official’s resolve was adopted unani- 
mously by his colleagues in late August, but to date, the 
council’s Ordinance and Public Lands Committee has yet to 
hold the proposed sit-down. 

An old fight 

If history is any guide, the wait for results from that still- 
to-be-held double pole summit just may take longer than ex- 
pected. 

Specifically, back in 2007, or early into the tenures of 
elder Woburn City Council members Richard Gately and 
Darlene Mercer-Bruen, city officials similarly tried to 
gather representatives from Eversource (NStar), Verizon, 
Comcast, and RCN together to figure out why it was taking 
so long to permanently repair scores of double poles and 
similar utility equipment issues across the community. 

With companies like Verizon and Eversource - which 


- generally own most utility poles in Massachusetts - blaming 


delays on other infrastructure users who take forever to 
move their equipment off of damaged poles, City Councilors 
like Mercer-Bruen and Gately back in the mid-2000s be- 
lieved all sides just needed to communicate with one an- 
other more clearly. 

However, by 2009, frustrated city officials, stymied in ef- 
forts to ascertain basic data sets like a total count of all dou- 
ble poles within the community, were ready to start lodging 
fines against any companies that failed to get rid of double 
poles within 30 days after they were created. . 

In particular, an ordinance considered by Woburn’s City 
Council in the fall of 2009 would have fined utility companies 
up to $25 a day in circumstances where double-poles were 
standing more than 30-days after being erected. Ultimately, 
city officials were dissuaded from enacting the local regu- 
lation by municipal attorneys, who pointed out that the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court had invalidated a similar 
bylaw in the nearby Town of Bedford. 

According to comments made back in 2009 by Kopelman 
and Paige attorney Mark Reich, while he recognized the 
city’s frustration in getting firms to remove double poles, 
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Gordon according to many _ Binc 
accounts, was a pivotal his- CROSBY 
torical figure but also a lit- 


tle-known one. In March

TEWKSBURY --It's been 
over two months without 
my Dad, Michael Ippolito. 
The Thanksgiving Holiday 
passed and that was the 
first family holiday with- 
out him. That was hard 
for all of us. During that 
tough day, the good mem- 
ories about him came up, 
such as how he always 
supported me and my 
brother, Michael, in all of 
our sports, and how he 
made so many other ath- 
letes feel like they were 
the Tom Brady of their 
sport. 

Some of my other memo- 
ries include his busy 
Tuesday nights, always 
writing stories for the 
Town Crier. I remember 
countless times coming 
down the stairs around 
midnight for whatever 
reason, barely awake, and 
there he was typing away. 
I could just see how tired 
he was. All of those times, 
he was just there trugging 
along on his fifth, sixth or 
seventh story of the night. 

I always admired his 
passion for writing sto- 
ries. No matter the athlete 
he called, he had the same 
excitement whenever they 
picked up, was always 
interested in what they 
had to say, and was not 
just “doing his job”. It 
could be a hockey player 
who since their first mite 
youth hockey game looked 
like the next Wayne 
Gretzky, or just an aver- 
age player, my dad always

seemed to have fun during 
his interviews and would 


treat the athletes like all-_ 


stars. 

I have so many memo- 
ries of going to games 
with him, ever since I was 
a little kid. No matter if it 
was Shawsheen Football 
game in the middle of a 
freezing October, or in the 
stands of a high school 
hockey game, we always 
made sure to make it a 
memory. 

Outside of his job, my 
dad was the same as peo- 
ple knew him from even a 
15-minute phone call. 
Some say that he was the 
nicest person they have 
ever met. He never had a 
short fuse, no matter how 
dumb my brother Michael 
and I were sometimes. 
For example, when we had 
a campfire with out him 
being home, or one or 
both of us did something 
stupid with our friends, or 
just showed him some of 
today's comedy, he would 
always come back with, 
“How do you find that 
funny”? He would always 
laugh it off about five min- 
utes later. There was noth- 
ing you could do that 
would make him mad_ -- 
even someone cutting him 
off in traffic made us 
laugh, as he always had a 
sense of humor about it. 

My dad loved my brother 
and I very much, but he 
loved my mom Lisa Marie 
Ippolito the most.

He has books 
and books of trading 
cards from hockey, foot- 
ball, and basketball say- 
ing how some of those ath- 
letes were lucky. He loved 
the Patriots. He had sea- 
son tickets with his broth- 
er Frank. When they did- 
n't go to Gillette Stadium, 
I always remember watch- 
ing the games at home. It 
was so much fun. My Dad 
and Uncle Frank always 
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thought Coach Belichick 
could hear them, voicing 
their displeasure with the 
decisions that he made. If 
Coach Belichick could 
have heard them, perhaps 
the Patriots would have 
won even more Super 
Bowls. 

My dad knew everything 
about sports, even the lit- 
tle details: On ‘my mom's 
side of the family 
(Angiuoni's) they always 
loved to test him, going as 
far to have a quiz him on 
“nerd football facts.”

Peter's torturous journey 
takes on Biblical dimen- 
sions. So great is the vio- 
lence that surrounds him 
and other enslaved men 
that the monochrome 
swamps of Louisiana 
morph into a metaphorical 
wasteland. "Where is God?" 
one man asks. "He is 
nowhere." 

The white man who 
guards against runaways 
with a menacing relish, 
Fassel (Ben Foster), tells 
Peter that he's his god. "You 
walk the Earth because I let 
you," he snarls. When Peter 
grasps his moment to flee, 
it's Fassel, with two others, 
who chase after on horse- 
back. Peter, initially with 
several others including 
Gordon (Gilbert Owuor) 
and John (Michael Lu- 
woye), sets out on his own. 
Few films reside quite so 
much in the swamp as 
"Emancipation" does, as 
Peter ingeniously navigates 
through mud, snakes and 
alligators with the sound, as 
he says, of "Lincoln's 
canons" guiding his way to 
Baton Rouge. 

As Peter, Smith relies 
less on his _ natural 
charisma than perhaps ever 
before. The character 
hardly speaks. As a physi- 
cal feat, Smith's perform- 
ance is formidable. But 
there's so little here that 
fleshes out Peter, and little 
resonates about him. If 
"Emancipation" is partly a 
work of historical imagina- 
tion, the film has supplied 
Peter little beyond the most 
basic of characterizations, 
ones drawn more from 
countless other thrillers 
than from history. 

Throughout, Robert 
Richardson's cinematogra- 
phy is often mesmerizing, if 
sometimes distracting. The 
camera draws too much at- 
tention to itself, just as do 
occasional flashes of color 
peppered throughout. But 
there are also mesmerizing 
black-and-white tableaus 
that seem to want to pull 
"Emancipation" to a higher 
realm, albeit at the cost of 
sticking rigorously to 
Peter's perspective. 

Still, as Fuqua's previous 
films ("The Guilty," "The 
Equalizer," "Training Day") 
have shown, a lean thriller 
can be powerful thing. 
"Emancipation" isn't 
leaden with  self-impor- 
tance, but it is  single- 
minded in its depiction of 
the savage inhumanity of 
slavery, and one man's 
courageous, indominable 
refusal to accept it. In the 
film's final third, war 
proves to be just as violent 
and merciless. Hell, in 
"Emancipation," is _ else- 
where, too.

superseding state laws give 
utility companies a 90-day 
period to transfer infra- 
structure onto a new pole. 

Reich also informed the 
council that while state law 
requires utility companies 
to. replace double poles 
within that allotted dead- 
line, the statute doesn’t 
equip municipalities with 
enforcement tools, such as 
the ability to impose fines. 

“Interestingly and unfor- 
tunately, the state statute 
doesn’t provide for enforce- 
ment mechanisms,” the 
Kopelman & Paige attorney 
explained at a Nov. of 2009 
council meeting. “The law 
undercuts the very thing 
you're trying to accom- 
plish.” 

Back in 2015, various 
utilities - under pressure 
from state politicians to 
begin adhering to state laws 
that require all double poles 
to be removed within 90 
days - agreed to establish a 
new database tracking the 
progress of removing wires 
and equipment off of all 
damaged poles. 

According to utility com- 
panies, whenever a new 
pole is erected, all equip- 
ment is transferred from 
the old pole in a specific 
order. Under many circum- 
stances, electrical equip- 
ment is moved immediately 
as a circumstance of emer- 
gency repairs being needed. 
Municipal equipment, like 
street lights and fire 
alarms, must be moved 
next, and then cable televi- 
sion and Internet/wireless 
telecommunications equip- 
ment is last. 

The state’s Department 
of Public Utilities (DPU), 
charged with overseeing the 
removal of double poles, 
has required all utility pole 
users to post semi-annual 
reports regarding the issue. 

According to the latest 
such filings, submitted at 
the end of November, there 
are currently nearly 17,000 
double and triple poles scat- 
tered across the state of 
Massachusetts. Back in 
2015, when the new data- 
base was created, there 
were an estimated 30,000 
double poles in existence.

nies, actually has fewer eye- 
sores than most of its neigh- 
bors based upon the latest 
DPU counts. 

Burlington has the high- 
est number of double poles 
with 96, while Reading and 
Winchester are close be- 
hind with at least 86 in total. 
Wakefield reportedly has at 
least 72 double poles stand- 
ing across town and Tewks- 
bury. has 47, based on the 
November figures. 

Stoneham has the lowest 
double-pole tally with just 
20 being reported in the lat- 
est DPU counts. 


Current strategy 

In 2014, Woburn’s City 
Council, learning there 
were at least 120 double 
poles within the commu- 
nity, tried to employ a new 
strategy by linking the re- 
moval of damaged equip- 
ment to new permitting 
requests from utility com- 
panies. 

During the first attempt 
at adopting the new tactics, 
the city officials wanted to 
force NStar representatives 
to take down at least a 
dozen double poles in ex- 
change for a pair of special 
permits needed to make 
utility connections to a pri- 
vate development. 

"You are asking for the 
permit, and ultimately, the 
buck has to stop some- 
where," Mercer-Bruen, who 
represents residents in East 
Woburn, insisted at the 
time. 

However, that new strat- 
egy proved to be controver- 
sial from the outset. 
Specifically, back in 2014, 
critics of the new tactic ar- 
gued the new policy would 
unfairly jeopardize progress 
at private developments 
that have nothing to do with 
the offsite double poles 
being linked to permits. 

Since that time, the 
council has tried to find a 
balance whereby utility 
companies like Eversource 
must remove at least one 
double pole whenever a re- 
quest comes before the city 
to install new equipment. 


But even under that moder- 
ated policy, issues still 
abound. 


For example, in the fall 
of 2021, the city officials be- 
grudgingly freed NStar 
from an obligation to re- 
move a double-pole from

With various Woburn of- 
ficials pointing out specific 
double and triple pole loca- 
tions and other baffling in- 
stances of Micky-Mouse 
repair jobs in their wards, 
the elected officials made 
clear that they were out of . 
patience. 

“I’m the retired police 
chief. At the corner of 
Beach Street, Mishawum 
Road, and Clinton Road, 
there’s a pole that was 
struck when I was a lieu-. 
tenant in the police depart- 
ment. That thing has been 
there for at least 12 years 
and it’s sticking out into the 
middle of the lane on 
Mishawum Road,” vented 
Councilor at-large Robert 
Ferullo. 

“I’m with my colleagues 
on this,” DiMambro later 
responded. “Up in North 
Woburn, there’s double 
poles. There’s triple poles. 
There’s 4 by 4 [boards] 
bolted to telephone poles. 
On Merrimac Street by 
School Street, there’s even a 
chunk of a pole that is actu- 
ally dangling [in the air] 
from a set of wires.”
